Mothers, Wives and Sisters Visit the 


Prisoners and Moisten the Jail 


Yard With Their^ears. 


PiTTSBUBo, Pa., April 11.—The most 
important axrests ever made in this part 
of the country were begun at an early 
hour this morning. 
They will not be 
completed before late this afternoon and 
at that time the officers of the Pan 
Handle railroad will have in custody the 
most daring gang of railroad robbers this 
country has ever known. 
How many 
memi>6rs belong to it are not known, but 
they ran up into the hundreds. 
Their 
stealings extend over a period of years 
and the amount stolen reaahes nearly a 
half million of dollars. 
Simultaneous 
arrests were made along the Pan Handle 
road between here and Columbus. War- 
rants have been iu the hands of the offi> 


Cers some time, and the persons airested 
will comprise nearly the entire freight 
men of the line. 
They include conduc- 
tors, brakemen, engineers and 
firemen. 
The ring leaders of the gang are outside 
of the railroad business. 
They are 
known, and some are now believed to be 
under arrest. 
The first arrests were 
made about 2 o'clock this morning, the 
police surprising eighteen men at their 
boarding houses. 
By day light forty- 
six men, all railroad employes, conduc- 
tors, brakemen, firemen and engineers, 
were behind the bars. 
A prominent 
officer of the Pan Handle load, said: 
"For three years past the Pan Handle 
road has b«en systematically robbed. 
Cars on sidings and cars in the moviug 
trains were broken 
open and goods 
stolen, including every description of 
merchandise. 
It is estimated that at 
least $300,000 woith of goods have been 
taken, for which the company had to 
pay. 
In August last we got a clue and 
have now got ready to act. 
It is the 
biggest thing of the kind that ever hap- 
pened in Pittsburg or in railroad mat- 
ters in the world, for nothing like it has 
ever happened before." 


It is said that of these eighty crews, 
no less that seventy-five were found to 
be crooked. 
A crew consist» of a con- 
ductor, 
flagman 
and two brakemen. 
The statement that engineers and fire 
men were mixed up in the rob bery is 
wrong. 
Not a single one is involved. 
It is certain that a thorough understand- 
ing exists among the thieves and they 
acted in concert to cover each other's 
misdoings. 


The arrests created the greatest ex- 
citement among railroad employee in 
this city. 
The scene about the jail this 
morning, where relatives of theprieoners 
had gathered to learn the cause of the 
arrests, were of the saddest description. 
The wives, children and sisters, with 
tear stained faces, stood around the en- 
trances to che prison eager to hear the 
latest news. 
At 1:10 more arrests were 
reported. 
They were captured at the 
pay car while receiviog their wages. 
Tliis makes fifty-six now in jail here and 
it is supposed that as many more have 
been apprehended at other points along 
the line.

IRISH INDIGNATION. 


The Irish Sympathisers in London Hald 
a Ma«R Meeting and Condemn 
the Coercion Bill. 


LOKDOK, April 11.—This, the day ap- 
pointed for the great demonstration in 
London against the Irish coercion bill, 
now before the house of commons, 
opened brilliantly. 
The weather being 
balmy and the sun shining brightly. 
Vast crowds of people are marching to- 
wards Hyde park, where the meetings 
are to be held, from every direction of 
London, with bands, banners and car- 
riages filled with the leaders. 
In the 
day's exercises, the utmost enthusi- 
asm prevailed in great throngs.

of Gladstone, Michael Davitt and Father 
Keller, and the inscpription, "Justice 
for Ireland."

MR. FI. G. HE.\D, President of the 
International liange Association, has 
had a characteristic Western career. 
Born in Missouri, he went to Texas 
while yet a boy, and there made his 
first 
money in gathering bones and 
horns on the plains. 
When older he 
went to work as a cowboy at a salary 
of $15 a month. 
In various ways he 
managed to accumulate $7,000, which 
ho invested in the cattle business, but 
through the incompetency or rascality 
of those he trusted all was lost. 
He 
again went to work as a cowboy and 
accumulated a little money, and then 
entered on the business of driving cattle 
North. 
He made money rapidly thus, 
»nd, attracting attention by his ability, 
was given charge of the Prairie Land 
and Cattle Company at a salary of 
$20,000 per annum. 
For three years 
he continued in control, when the com- 
pany, desiring to curtail expenses, of- 
fered him a salary of $15,000, which he 
refused. 
The company failed soon 
afterward, while Mr. Head went into 
the cattle business, accumulating a 
large fortnne. 


GEN. ROBERT 0. SCHENCK is liTing 
quietly in Washington. 
He is 77 years 
of age. To a correspondent he recently 
said:

WHAT a people the Germans are for 
statistic making. 
Last year they took 
a census of the game and vermin killed 
in their preserves. 
A special govern- 
ment return makes the value of the 
game killed at $3,000,000, and this sum 
would have been much smaller, but for 
the untiring vigilance of tbe officials of 
the woods and forrests, and of keepers 
employed by the various holders of land 
and shooting, who killed, in the course 
of the year 140,299 head of vermin, and 
119,691 birds of prey. 
The vermin 
comprised 84,301 foxes, 27,108 stoats, 
23,578 
weasels, 
5,475 
martens, 5,375 
polecats, 5,051 badgers, 4,092 otter, 665 
wild cats. 
Up to the present time, 
crows and magpies have 
not 
been 
ranked as birds of prey, but they will 
be in future, as it is found they do an 
enormous amoimt of damage. 
There 
are very few wolves in Prussia, only 
four having been killed ; and it is a 
curious fact that the German wolves 
seemed to have followed the German 
army, almost en masse, 
into France, 
during the winter of 1870, and to have 
remained there. 
In the provinces of 
Alsace and Lorraine, the number of 
wolves killed during the year was 37, 
in addition to 2,680 foxes, and 152 wild- 
cats. 
_ 


On January 1, 1886, the government 
of Mexico appropriated $300,000 for 
the constvaction of a monument in the 
City of Mexico to commemorate the 
war in which Mexico became an inde- 
pendent nation. 
The monument was 
required to be constructed of Mexican 
marbles and bronzes, and was to in- 
clude ctatues of Michael Hidalgo and 
other prominent Mexican leaders, bas- 
¡reliefs, allegorical figures, etc., in con- 
nection with fountains. 
The architects 
of all nations were invited to compete, 
and the construction of the monument 
was to be intrusted to the author of the 
preferred design upon the usual con- 
ditions. 
The names of the competing 
artists were to remain secret until after 
the award, and then only the successful 
competitor was to be made known. 
A 
jury of five experts, eminent architects 
and engineers, appointed by the Mexi- 
can government, on January 27, 1887, 
reported in favor of a design, which 
was adopted by the Mexican govern- 
ment,, and which was made by Gloss & 
Schulze, of Washington city, the archi- 
tects of the National Museum, Medical 
Museum, remodeling of the 
Patent 
Oliice, and other public and 
private 
buildings in Washington and elsewhere. 
The successful competitors have gone 
to Mexico to sign the necessary con- 
tracts for the construction of the mon- 
ument unidei* their direction. 


THE cotton-seed oil industry, inaugu- 
rated about ten years since, has grown 
into mammoth proportions. 
In 1875, 
but few cotton-seed oil mills had ex- 
isted, and the seed had been a refuse 
which had to be carted away from the 
cotton gins throughout the South at an 
expense to the planter. 
To-day, from 
small beginnings and in opposition to 
the public prejudice, the industry has 
become one of the great staple indus- 
tries of the South, and one of its impor- 
tant sources of wealth. 
Competition in 
its production naturally became an out- 
growth of the business, and over pro- 
duction was stimulated by the enor- 
mous profits. 
In this condition of 
things this new industry was rapidly be- 
coming an improfitable business, in- 
stead of the commercial and industrial 
bonanza it had been, until a gigantic 
company, similar to the Standard Oil 
Company in ¡^lan and methods, was or- 
ganized to practically take possession 
of the entire business. 
This was fol- 
lowed by a bitter war between 
the 
mills in the Trust and those out, which 
lasted twelve months, at the end of 
which time the anaconda had swallowed 
ninety per cent, of the crushing mills 
and oil refineries in the South. 
Since 
this war of absorption, during which 
immense losses were sustained by the 
fighting mills, the price of cotton seed 
had fallen almost one-half, delivered at 
the mills. 
The price as now estab- 
lished by the Cotton Oil Trust, is about 
$10.50 per ton. 
The Cotton Trust is 
doing an enormous business, although 
it is claimed it has not yet become a 
d»vidend-])avin£r ptoc'^

Seearlni; a Publisher ia One Thing, S*- 
curing S a l ^ is Quite Another. 


Getting books published is one thing; 
getting them sold is quite another. littie 
as Trolloi)e made i>y his first literary ven- 
tures, he probablj^ made more than his 
publishers. 
They were not a success be- 
cause the publW refused to buy them, and 
if Trollope had not been a man of dogged 
resolution he would have given in long 
before the tide turned. It by no means 
follows, however, that everyone whojjer- 
eeveres with equal resolution will be 
equally successful, or, indeed, achieve any 
success at all; for though by practice a 
man may acquire the ^knack of writing 
readable English, no amount of persever- 
ance, without imagination, will make a 
noveUst. 


It is true that some writers appear to 
succeed at the first attempt. 
Like By- 
ron, they waken and find themselves fam- 
ous. These instances are, however, very 
few, and when careful inquisition is 
made it will generally be found tliat there 
was previous preparation, and that suc- 
cess was preened by failure. 
Charlotte 
Bronte sprung at a bound into the first 
rank of living novelists; but her great 
natural gifts had been assiduously culti- 
vated for years, 
From her very child- 
hood she had l^en studying the art of 
fiction and writing works of imagination. 
The late Hugh Conway is another in- 
stance of the same sort, though his genius 
was of a far inferior order. 
His "Called 
Back" took the country by storm and 
created a rage for shilling horrors; wliich 
is only now beginning to subside. Yet, 
though "Called Back" was the first work 
he published, it was not by a long way 
the first he wrote. He must have had 
quite a large stock on hand; two, I think, 
have been published since his death; and 
I know a publisher who refused one of 
Hugh Conway's stories years before the 
public heard of his existence. 


It would thus appear that to profit by 
authorshiiJ, in the ordinary sense of the 
word, something more is required than a 
mere shutting of the eyes and an opening 
of the mouth. 
There must be special 
aptitude, patience, perseverance and in- 
dustry. 
These, with a love of hterature 
for its own sake, will probably be suffi- 
cient in ordinary circumstances to insme 
a fair measure of success. BriUiant suc- 
cess and enduring fame are for genius 
alone, and the man who hopes to make a 
fortune l\v his pen must be sanguine in- 
deed. 
True, Scott did great things in 
that way. Dickens accumulated $500,- 
000 (and' killed himself in the eifort) and 
Trollope sold for $15,000 apiece novels 
that he wrote in two months. 


But it is not every novehst that pos- 
sesses the genius of Dickens or the fertil- 
ity of Trollope, and there is at present 
probably not one English writer who can 
command the prices that he readily ob- 
tained. 
More novels are now written 
than ever, and the average price paid to 
authors has suffered a woful diminution. 
1 have been told that when The London 
Graphic btigan its prosperous career, its 
proprietors paid as much as $7,500 for 
the serial rights of its long stories. 
They 
now seldom pay more than a third of that 
sum.—The Cosmopolitan. 


HUMIDITY Of 
THE AIR. 


I ! 


Ita Effeot on Physique in Summer and 
Winter-'Sudden Changes. 


The amoimt of aqueous vapor that the 
atmosphere is capable of holding varies 
with its temjjerature, being greater when 
the air is wai-m, greater in summer than 
in winter, and greater in a warm than a 
cold climate. 
The relative humidity ex- 
ercises a powerful influence upon animal 
and vegetable Ufe. It is a well known 
fact that the inhabitants of a dry chmate 
are, as a rule, thin and sallow, while 
those hving in a moist, insular coimtry 
have well develoi^ed figures and fresh, 
ruddy complexions. It is to the greater 
dryness of this country that we owe the 
peculiar physique of our people, which is 
so different from that of our English an- 
cestors. 


Schagintwelt, a German, who traveled 
extensively in this country, notes this 
peculiarity, asserting that we are very 
proud of the leanness of the women: 
"According to Pettenkofer and Voit, the 
human body exhales from the lungs and 
skin twenty-eight oimces in twenty-four 
hours and of this a little over seventeen 
oimces is from the skin alone and, as the 
amount exhaled depends in a gi*eat meas- 
ure upon the hygrométrie condition of 
atmosphere, it becomes apparent that 
even a slight change of only 1 per cent, 
in the relative humidity exercises a 
marked influence upon the cutaneous and 
respiratory exhalations produces a corre- 
sponding increase in the m'inary secre- 
tions and not infrequently in that of the 
intestinal canal. 


' 'Dry climaies, by diminishing the water 
in the blood act as a powerful stimulant 
to the nervous system, increasing its func- 
tional activity, causing excitcment and 
sleeplessness." Hence such climates, al- 
though admirably adapted to the treat- 
ment of pulmonary diseases, are contra- 
indicted in many nervous affections. 
"This effect is observed even in healthy 
persons on their removal to a dry chmate, 
or to one of considerable elevation, and 
exhibits itself in a certain degiee of rest- 
lessness." 
Sudden changes in the per- 
centage of relate humidity operate very 
sensitively in a diseased organism, their 
first effects being a sudden increase or 
diminution in the blood pressure. 
Hence 
high altitudes, o%ving to diminished at- 
mospheric pressure, even wlien combined 
with a high percentage of relative humid- 
ity. is similar in its effects to a diy climate 
with lower elevation.—^New York Med- 
ical Journal. 


Twice Three Score a u d Ten. 
A writer in The Journal of Man, 
published in Boston, holds that "the at- 
tainable limits of human longevity are 
generally underrated by the medical pro- 
fession and by popular opinion. 
In- 
stead of the Scriptural limit of three 
score and ten," he says, "I would esti- 
mate twice that amount, or 140 years, as 
the ideal age of healthy longevity, when 
mankind shall have been bred and trained 
with the same wise energy- that has been 
expended on horses and cattle. Of the 
present scrub race, a very large number 
ought never to have been born, and 
ought not to be allowed to transmit their 
physical and moral déficiences to poster- 
ity." 
This estimate, he insists, is sus- 
tained by the number of persons of the 
age of 140 found in Italy under a census 
by one of the Roman emperors. It is 
aided, moreover, by the number of per- 
sons in this country who have passed the 
century limit.—Detroit Free Press. 


The Professional £ater. 


These eating contests, quail or any- 
thing else, are not so common as they 
used to be. They used to be popular 
down south, where big niggers were 
hired to eat against each other. A pro- 
fessional eater (I don't believe there are 
any now) will train on certain foods and 
go right through his job on time at an 
average rate, and not be sick when he is 
done. 
When it comes to drinking, that 
is a different thing, all depending on the 
make up of- the man. One man could 
drink a quart of whisky at a swallow, 
while another would drop dead. A man 
can accustom himseK to do feats of eat- 
ing, but he must naturally have a capacity 
for drinking.—Jack Farrelly in Globe 
Democrat. 


What IVTakes Paper Turn Yellow. 


A recent writer has shown that the 
yellowing of paper is due to the oxidation 
of paiMT by hght, and especially the more 
refrangible rays. 
The discoloration is 
more marked in wood papers than in rag 
pajiers, and more rapid in moist than in 
dry air. Two practical results of this study 
are, first, to keep Hbraries as dry as possi- 
ble, and sw'ondly, that the electric hght 
is far inferior to gas or oil, as the refran^- 
ble rays for so large a proportion of its 
hght. 


The Chances In Tossinji;. 


Professor Proctor, in his new book on 
"Chance and Luck," undertakes to tell 
the chances of getting heads or tails in 
tossing a penny. If you toss an hour, 
"heads" will not exceed "tails," or 
"tails" "heads" in a greater ratio than 
21 to 30. If you toss for a day the in- 
equahty will not be gi'eater than 101 to 
100.—New York Commercial Advertiser. 


A Cautious Woman. 


"Is this your fourth or your fifth mar- 
riage?" she asked, in a loud voice, of an 
old woman on the car. 


' 'Hush: Don't speak so loud! This is 
my fifth, but he's in poor health and I 
may want to marry again!"—Detroit 
Free Press.
